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To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of 
The  Dorchester  Rural  District  Council 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  ninth  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  Rui’al  District  of  Dorchester  for  the  year 
1958.  It  is  written  on  the  lines  suggested  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  has  been  low  d'uring  the  year, 
but  tv/elve  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  notified  from  a local  hospital, 
investigation  did  not  reveal  the  cause.  Only  one  case  of  Poliomyelitis 
occurred,  with  paralysis;  she  had  not  been  vaccinated. 

No  case  of  lung  Tuberculosis  was  notified,  but  four  cases  of  non- 
p-ulmonary  Tuberculosis  occurred. 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  and  inspected  is  gradually  increasing. 
The  total  number  of  animals  killed  during  the  last  fevj  years  were 

1955(part  year)  - 551  1956  - 18,956  1957  - 23,992  1958  « 31,092 

Owing  to  the  eradication  scheme  for  Tuberculosis,  the  percentage  of 
diseased  cattle  slaughtered  was  high,  tiiis  necessitated  a greater  amount 
of  time  being  spent  on  inspection. 

Protracted  investigations  were  necessary  at  one  food  factory  to  find 
the  cause  why  certain  products  did  not  *‘keep*’,  eventually  this  was  solved. 

Two  Ministry  Inquiries  were  held  during  the  year,  both  were  on  the 
provision  of  sewers  and  sewage  works,  one  at  Gharmiinster  and  the  other  for 
the  extension  of  sewers  for  Broadmayne. 

The  restriction  of  the  housing  building  programme  (because  of  financial 
reasons)  continued  during  the  year,  even  so  29  houses  were  completed  and  24 
had  commenced,  but  the  granting  of  financial  help  for  improvements  continued 
unrestricted  and  79  grants  were  approved. 

A report  was  made  to  the  Public  Health  Committee  in  January  by  the  Senior 
Public  Health  Inspector  on  178  houses  surveyed  since  1957,  placing  them  in 
their  various  categories  and  recommending  action  under  the  Housing  Acts,

ikt  the  request  ox  the  CoTinty  Council,  a special  meeting  was  held  to 
discuss  informally  the  rehousing  of  old  people • Dr.  Lisney,  the  Go^onty 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  submittod  iriforrnation  regarding  the  necessary 
types  of  adaptation  to  houses  which  would  be  helpful  and  possible  financial 
aid  which  might  be  forthcoming  from  the  County  Council  for  this  type  of 
house. 

A comprehensive  survey  of  the  water  supplies  at  Toller  Porcorum  was 
carried  out  and  the  results  of  sampling  showed  the  need  for  providing  a 
satisfactory  supply. 

Special  reports  were  ma.dG  to  the  Fablic  Health  Committee  on  a)  Radiation 
Hazards  and  b)  Accidents  in  the  Home. 

Talks  a,nd  films  v/ere  given  again  to  school  leavers,  the  subjects  v/ere 
Home  Safety  and  Posture. 


•The  response  to  Poliomyelitis  va.ccination  has  been  excellent,  especially 
in  the  younger  group,  but  the  16  - 25  age  group  are  still  coming  forward  for 
vaccination.  The  nuiaber  v/hich  completed  vaccination  (two  doses)  during  the 
year  were  1,953- 


A sessional  meeting  of  the  Roya3.  Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Health 
was  held  in  Dorchester  on  the  10th  October  and  trie  subjects  discussed  were 

1)  Winfrith  Atomic  Research  Establishment  ~ Anticipated  impact  on  Dorset 

2)  Mental  Health  - Outlook  for  the  Future.  Over  a hundred  delegates  from 
Local  Authorities  within  a 50  mile  radius  were  present  and  interesting 
discussions  took  place  on  both  pa.pers  and  many  expressed  a wish  tiiat  a 
farther  session  should  be  held. 


May  I again  thanlc  the  Chainman  and  Members  of  the  Council  for  their 
understanding  and  help  during  the  year,  also  Mr,  Rawlins  and  the  rest  of  the 
Public  Health  Staff  for  their  continued  endeavours  and  my  colleagues  on  the 
staff  for  their  co-operation.

A water  supply  scheme  for  the  villages  of  Abbotsbury  and  Portesham  has

In  the  village  of  Cattistock^  extensions  have  been  made  from  the  existing 
supply  to  the  Council  Housing  Estate  at  Meadow  Viev;  and  for  some  private 
development, 

A scheme  for  the  supply  of  a nujiiber  of  farms  has  been  completed  in  the 
Higher  Kingconibe  area. 


The  sev/age  scheme  for  Chiokerell  village  lias  commenced  and  I am  sure  all 
members  of  the  Council  are  pleased  that  at  last  tliis  has  been  possible.  The 
clay  nature  of  the  subsoil  in  this  area  caused  repeated  nuisances  in  some  of 
the  ditches  which  were  being  fouled  and  necessitating  numerous  visits  by  the 
Public  HeaUth  Inspectors, 


Following  an  adverse  report  from  Bimiinghojn  on  samples  of  watercress 
from  our  area^  investigations  were  carried  out.  This  involved  quite  a 
considerable  amount  of  time  in  visits  and  sampling. 


The  sources  of  the  v/ater  supplies  to  the  beds  were  sampled  and.  in 
some  cases  cut  out^  the  method  of  picking^  packing  and  transit  of  the  cress 
was  checked. 

As  a result  no  further  complaints  have  been  received.
